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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant has not presented any additional data or showing to overcome the rejection of record. 
The arguments dated 5/8/2004 merely rehash the arguments presented earlier, which were fully 
responded by the examiner in the previous office action dated 4/8/2004. Further, with respect to 
the argument that the prior art of Kayane teaches away from that claimed by applicant, as the 
Kayane reference is directed to dry reactive dye composition, the examiner respectfully disagrees 
with the above argument for the reasons set in the previous office action that mailed on 4/8/2004 
and also because Kayane as a primary reference teaches an aqueous solution prepared from the 
dye composition and water which is superior in storage stability, and useful for dyeing or 
printing fiber materials to give dyed or printed products having superior fastness with high 
reproducibility (see abstract), and, thus, the reference teaches an aqueous dye composition that 
comprises the claimed ingredients for same utility. Therefore, it is an obvious formulation. 

Further, the test for obviousness is not what the individual references disclose but what 
the combined teachings of the reference would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d413, 425, 208 USPQ 871, 881 (CCPA 1981). 

Furthermore, a reference may be relied upon for all that it would have reasonable 
suggested to one having ordinary skill in the art, including non-preferred embodiments. Merck & 
Co. v. Biocraft Laboratories, 874 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ2d 1843 (Fed. Cir.), cert, denied, 493 U.S. 
975 (1989).
